REPORT OF STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



To the Honorable, The Legislature of Michigan: 

Section 10 of Act 194* of the Laws of 1889 requires the State Board of 
Education to make to the Legislature, at every r^ular session thereof, 
a report setting forth : 

First, The work done by the normal schools under its charge since the 
last report ; 

Second, The needs and requirements of the said normal schools; 

Third, A report of the presidents of such schools concerning any mat- 
ters pertaining to the schools that have been under their immediate direc- 
tion and control, and such recommendations as' they may deem desirable 
to make to the Board; and 

Fourth, A financial statement showing, in detail, the moneys received 
and expended, together with an itemized statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

In accordance with that act the State Board of Education has the 
honor of submitting this its fifteenth biennial report for the years 1909 
and 1910.

MICHIGAN STATE NORMAL COLLEGE.

Dear Sir — Your committee appointed to visit the State Normal Col- 
lege at Ypsilanti have the honor to transmit to you the following re- 
port : 

The visitation was made on Thursday and Friday, May 12 and 13, all 
of the members of the committee being present. We found President 
Jones and the various members of the faculty earnestly engaged in the 
discharge of their respective duties. Every one of the six College build- 
ings received the attention of the committee and the various classrooms 
were visited and the work of teachers and students was observed. An 
uplifting atmosphere pervades the entire institution. One cannot but be 
greatly impressed with the spirit of unity and harmony existing between 
President Jones, his able and efficient faculty, and the student body. 
The frfendly intercourse among the student body and between student 
and teacher, the earnestness and zeal in the work of the school, fostered 
and promulgated by a high-minded faculty bent upon the common de- 
eiire to « ievelop all that is best in the student body, impressed the commit- 
tee most favorably. A conscientious and successful effort is made to 
give to the student equanimity of physical, moral, and intellectual devel- 
opment, and to send forth to the schools of the State, teachers, edu- 
cated in the broadest sense of that much-abused word. A 'sound mind 
in a sound body' and an evenly balanced education is the serious pur-' 
pose of the school. We cannot too strongly commend the work of 
President Jones and his faculty. 

It is a matter of regret that after a careful inspection we are impelled 
to the conclusion that the buildings and equipment are inadequate to 
the needs of the school. Here is a great institution with upwards of 
fourteen hundred students in attendance and with an annual increase 
of about one hundred students, and yet the only general assembly room 
or auditorium is on the third floor of the main building and has a maxi- 
mum seating capacity of only one thousand. The only access to this 
auditorium is by winding and comparatively narrow stairways. Omit- 
ting the question of the danger to a large audience from an outbreak 
of fire, this institution has an imperative need of an auditorium where 
the entire student body can assemble at fixed periods and receive com- 
mon instruction. Students attend the Normal College with the one 
purpose of fitting themselves for the teaching profession and a general 
assembly room of sufficient proportions to seat the entire student body 
is not a luxury, but is an absolute necessity. We feel that in meeting • 
this demand for a new auditorium, the State would only be providing 
for one of the immediate and imperative needs of the school. 

The main building is in many respects inadequate and presents a de- 
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plorable condition. It is poorly lighted and poorly ventilated, though 
we understand that plans are already partially matured for remedy- 
ing the latter. The necessity for new floors in the main building ought 
to be apparent to anybody who has to walk on them; they are not only 
badly worn and unsightly, but are positively dangerous. StCel ceilings 
should be provided for the various rooms in the main building, and nat- 
ural slate blackboards should be provided throughout all the class- 
rooms. 

If this institution is fo continue to serve its great purpose to the 
State, opportunity for physical training must not be overlooked. While 
the gymnasium is substantial and serviceable it is inadequate to meet 
the present needs of the school. With classes in physical training in 
progress eight hours each day during the school year, opportunity is 
afforded for less than two-thirds of the student body to receive the bene- 
fits of this invaluable part of their education. While to the casual ob- 
server the necessity for larger accommodations is not immediately ap- 
parent, a careful investigation of the num,l>er npw being served and the 
total number who should be served convinces us that an addition in the 
way of a boys' gymnasium is necessary. 

We have only mentioned the imperative needs of the school as they 
appeared to us after a two days' examination. If this great institution 
which in the years past has shed the influence of its learning and genius 
over this great Ck>mmonwealth is to continue on its high mission the 
legislature must at least provide for its actual necessities. We believe 
Michigan can afford to deal liberally with the Normal College. Money 
invested in the education of those who are commissioned to train the 
youth will return large dividends to the future citizenship of this Com- 
monwealth. If our efforts shall contribute in some small degree to a 
better and fuller appreciation of the needs of this great institution of 
learning, then our work shall not have been in vain. We beg to remain

I*)ear Sir — ^The committee appointed by you to visit the State Normal 
at Mt. Pleasant begs leave to submit herewith the following report of a 
visit to the institution named on April 19-20, 1910. 

The three members of the committee were cordially received by Prof. 
R. D. Calkins and other teachers. President Grawn being out of the city, 
^nd were made welcome in all of the classes and departments. The 
greater part of two days was spent in inspecting the building, grounds, 
class work, and general management of the school. 

The first half day was spent in inspecting the buildings, grounds, and 
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equipment; the afternoon of the first day was givejQ to the work in the 
training school, and the second day was spent in visiting the r^ular 
classes in the academic department. Your committee visited fifteen class- 
es, and while it would be impossible upon so brief a stay to pass judgment 
on individual work and individual methods, yet general and character- 
istic features of the tone of the work were so prominent and conspicuous 
that we were unanimously impressed by them. 

President GrawTi has a clear conception of the needs of the public 
schools of the State and is directing the energy and force of the Central 
Normal to that training and equipment of her students that shall be®t 
meet these needs. Both in the training school and in the academic de- 
partment were we impressed with the earnestness and sincerity of the 
work of the students. The teachers seemed to exhibit a large degree of 
enthusiasm and cooperative interest. 

The building for the training school is excellent, the rooms are well 
lighted and ventilated, and the equipment is good. However the demand 
for better trained rural teacliers is so great, and consequently the num- 
ber of students enrolled in the rural coui'ses is so large that the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a model rural school is earnestly recom- 
mended. This school might be formed by the consolidation of three or 
four districts adjacent to the normal grounds. 

The school is in need of an appropriation of |80,000 to |100,000 for 
the construction and equipment of a modem science building. 

Excellent work is being done in manual training and domestic science, 
yet this work is handicapped by inadequate quarters. The equipment 
here is meager. There is need of a building for manual training and 
domestic science. 

One of the most imperative needs of the school, and- one that should 
be taken care of at the earliest possible moment is an extension to the 
main building as a stock room for the librars\ At the present time there 
is little room for the storage of additional books, and if a fire should break 
put, in all probability, all of the books in the library would be lost. 
The appropriation necessary to cover this building Should be somewhere 
in the neighborhood of |30,000 in order that the building be made abso- 
lutely fire-proof. 

When the above four things are taken care of by our legislature we 
think the Central Normal will be complete, and in shape to do the kind 
of work the State needs to have done.

Bear Sib — According to your instructions and after correspondence 
with President Kaye concerning the best time for the visit, your commit- 
tee visited the Northern State Normal School and so far as our time per- 
mitted made a careful inspection of the school, both as to the personnel 
of the faculty and its material equipment. 

Accompanying this letter of the chairman of the committee are letters 
written by the other members of the committee, and these form a part 
of the combined report. 

The crowded condition of the buildings is adequately set forth in the 
letter of Mr. Galbraith and the entire committee join in the recommenda- 
tions there given. 

The work . of physical training is now taken care of by a teacher who 
has other subjects to care for and it is recommended that a separate 
teacher for this important phase of education be employed. 

Owing to the rapid and very marked development of the farming inter- 
ests of the Upper Peninsula, there is coming to be, for that part of the 
State, more and more a rural school problem and the management of the 
Northern Normal is very wisely adapting itself to its solution. In 
doing this the committee are agreed that owing to the peculiarly mixed 
condition of the population, it being composed of foreigners, the question 
requires that most careful attention be given to those elements of a com- 
mon school education that will make for the establishment of good 
homes. It is recognized that more emphatically here than perhaps in 
any other part of our state the public school is the most potent factor in 
producing true American citizens. These citizens are to be produced 
from the children pf Finns, Norwegians, Slavs, Poles, Danes, Swedes, 
Italians, and otter nationalities. 

In this education the subjects of manual training and domestic sci- 
ence will play a most important part and the committee urge that much 
emphasis shall be placed uix)n these subjects. 

Particular attention is called to the statements of Superintendent War- 
riner concerning the limited training school facilities and the need of 
more efficient service in that direction. 

The Northern Normal School is, we believe, following out the true 
spirit of the normal school. There seems to be no disposition to seek 
to develop the institution into a college with extensive academic courses. 
There is ample field for the training of teachers professionally and to 
this task the school is resolutely setting itself. 

The committee desire to personally thank the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction for the privilege of making this visit and to the Pres- 
ident and faculty at Marquette for courtesies shown.

Dear Sir — Pursuant to your appointment and the request of the Chair- 
man, Delos Fall, I visited the Northern State Normal School at Marquette 
on the 8th inst. The time spent at the school was not sufficient to enable 
me to form a judgment of the quality of work done. I, therefore, limit 
my report to the physical conditions as I observed them^ The Northern 
State Normal School is working the plant to its full capacity. Every 
available room from basement to garret is occupied for teaching pur- 
I)oses. In many instances two or more teachers occupy the same class- 
room. It is needless to say that this overcrowding cannot fail to seri- 
ously interfere with the most efficient work. Many of the iargei- and 
more important classes are working in basement rooms that are entirely 
unfit and were never designed for regular classroom work, presenting 
conditions unfavorable alike to the instinictoi's and students. The re- 
markable and unprecedented growth of "The Normal School idea'' par- 
ticularly in Northern Michigan, renders it imperative that the legislature 
should provide additional a<!commodations for the present and prospec- 
tive student body of the Northern State Normal School. The most appar- 
ent and pressing needs are the following: First, additional classrooms; 
second, an adequate auditorium or assembly room. (No school can be 
developed in the right lines that does not provide for the entire student 
body to meet in one room at least once a day. Moreover, an adequate 
auditorium would add much to the efficiency of the Normal School from 
a community standpoint.) Third, a good training school is an absolute 
requisite for a successful normal school. A condition precedent to a 
good training school is that the same should be properly housed. The 
accommodations afforded to the training department are lamentably in- 
adequate. The same may be said of the administration offices and the 
library facilities. 

Unless prompt relief is granted by the next legislature, the develoi>- 
ment of the Northern State Normal School will be seriously impeded. I 
would, therefore, recommend that your department exert every effort 
to secure an appropriation for the completion of the Northern State Nor- 
mal School in accordance with the original plans.

Dear Sir— As per our correspondence, I visited the Northern State 
Normal School Friday, June 10, and enjoyed my visit very much, as it 
was my first trip above the Straits. I found this school in good work- 
ing order and must commend the cordial spirit of everyone whom I 
met. All seemed to be heartily interested in the work of the institu- 
tion and loyal to its best interests. During the course of the day, I visited 
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most of the teachers and found them doing good work. The classes 
were not large in some cases, but the students were all earnest and in- 
terested. The teachers of the training school impressed me as being a 
particularly capable body, and I believe that the work of the children 
in the training school is of a superior order. It would be advantageous 
to the best interests of the school if they had a separate building for the 
training school, so that each grade might have a room by itself. In 
this way larger classes might be had. I believe that it is a mistake to 
make the classes in the training school too small. I realize that it is 
well not to have large classes for pupil teachers to deal with, but on the 
other hand, conditions are so far from normal when the classes are but 
eight or ten in number that I believe each class ought to have at least 
twenty pupils or twenty-five. One of my recommendations would be 
that a building for the training school be provided for the Northern 
State Normal. 

I was particularly impressed with the need of an instructor in physi- 
cal training. The instructor in reading is now doing this work and 
ought to give all her time and attention to reading. I would there- 
fore recommend that arrangements be made to secure an instructor in 
physical training another year.

Dear Sir — ^In compliance with your request, I visited the Western 
State Normal School May 19 and 20, 1910. I met there Mr. Elton J. 
Van Leuven and Mr. F. A. Jeffers, other members of the visiting com- 
mittee. Our time was spent in visiting classrooms, looking into the 
organization of the school and in a general examination of the plant. 
The school is in excellent condition. It has a splendid faculty who- are 
using progressive and efficient methods of instruction. The devotion of 
the President and of the faculty to their duties is reflected in the stu- 
dent body. The young men and women attending this school are earn- 
est and enthusiastic in their work, and, I believe, a credit to the State 
which is furnishing money so liberally toward their education. We be- 
lieve that a small additional appropriation for maintenance is necessary 
in order to hold the school in the front rank of our normal schools. We 
also believe that an additional building should be erected to care for 
the Science Departments. The Science Departments are now very 
much crowded and occupy quarters in the basement of one of the present 
buildings. This not only endangers the health of the teachers and stu- 
dents, but prevents the securing of the highest grade of work. 

We sincerely hope that you will present these suggestions in definite 
form at the coming session of the legislature, in order that this school 
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may be able to care for not only its present corps of students, but also 
care for the natural and increasing growth. 

The Department of Education of Michigan has good reason to be 
proud of the Western State Normal School, the youngest of Michigan's 
educational institutions.

To the Eonordhle, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor herewith to transmit to your honorable 
Board the President's report of the condition of the Michigan State Nor- 
m»al College at the close of the biennial period June 30, 1910. The two 
years included in this report have been years of steady growth and pros- 
perity in the institution. This is the fourth biennial report I have had 
the honor to make to your Board. During the eight years included in 
these four reports the institution has gained in membership „ 

1-^x1 • u J J X J X u . 'x n ^Enrollment. 

a little over six hundred students, having on its rolls now 
something more than fourteen hundred as an annual enrollment. This^ 
increase of six hundred students would in itself make a creditable insti- 
tution requiring large buildings and an extensive equipment. Coming 
as it has done to an institution already crowded for room, it has tested 
our buildings and facilities to the utmost. Within those eight years there 
has been expended for additional facilities the paltry sum of tiiirty thou- 
sand dollars (addition to training school) plus twelve thousand dollars 
now being used in the erection of a building for a new heating plant. 
This makes but forty-two thousand dollars expended for increased facil- 
ities in the eight years now closing. I speak of this matter in this form 
merely to emphasize the necessity which is upon us at this time to make 
a strong appeal to the legislature for large appropriations for additional 
buildings and equipment. The institution has now uix)n its campus six 
buildings, with a seventh one now being erected for the hous- ^^^^j^ ^ 
ing of the heating plant. It is intended to heat all these build- ^ ^^' 
ings from this one heating plant. 

First. The main building is a large brick structure containing the 
general offices, assembly hall, library, and a large number of classrooms. 
As it now stands it is literally an aggregation of buildings, different 
portions of the building having been erected at different times under the 
pressure of necessity. It is in a deplorable condition in many respects, 
needing numerous and extensive repairs. 

Second. The science building, which contains the laboratories and 
classrooms devoted to the work in physics, chemistry, astronomy, zoology, 
geology and physiology. We have succeeded in one way and another in 
equipping, in a moderate way, this entire building, and we find it not only 
commodious, but well adapted for the work for which it was provided. 

Third. The Gymnasium. The building is fairly well equipped for 
the teaching and practice of those health-giving exercises which 
are now considered a part of every well-i-egulated school system. The 
building is divided lengthwise by a brick partition. One side of 
this building is devoted to the class work of the young women of the 
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school, the other side to that of the young men. An accomplished di- 
rector is in charge of each side. This building should be given up en- 
tirely to the work of the young women as soon as provision can be 
made for the men elsewhere. 

Fourth. The training school building is a fairly modem structure of 
twelve rooms, to which has been added, as before explained, a thirty 
thousand dollar addition. This addition to the training school building 
contains the new offices of the sui>erintendent of the training school, 
rooms for domestic science, manual training, the kindergarten, and first 
grade. The building is well constructed, properly finished, and thor- 
oughly adapted to its purpose. On the whole, the training school is 
fairly well housed, but it is very deficient in equipment. The chapel has 
never been seated except with movable benches, picked up here and there 
among the buildings. It should be seated at once with opera chairs. The 
floors in the old part of the building need to be torn up and hard wood 
floors put in their places. 

Fifth. The conservatory building, occupied entirely by the conserva- 
tory of music, most of the classes of which, however, are constituent 
parts of the Normal CJollege work. This building should at once be super- 
seded by a new building. 

Sixth. Starkweather Hall, a small building given to the institution 
by Mrs. Mary Starkweather of Ypsilanti, and limited in its uses to the 
Students' Christian Association. 

As indicated in a preceding paragraph, a special appropriation of 
twelve thousand dollars, made by the recent legislature, is now being 
expended in the erection^ of a building that shall house a 
ttonJT^'**" heating plant for the entire system of buildings on the Nor- 
mal College campus. The original appropriation asked of the 
legislature covered in addition to this a tunnel for connecting the heating 
plant with the various buildings, and the equipment of the plant itself. 
It will take between twenty and twenty-five thousand dollars for this pur^ 
pose, specific details of which will have to be placed in a special appro- 
priation. 

In addition, I recommend that the State Board ask for one hundred 
twenty-five thousand dollars for the erection of an auditorium, to contain 
classrooms for the conservatory of music and additional class- 
Au^torinm. Tooms for regular college classes. We are now compelled to 
conduct classes with about double the number in many in- 
stances that should be permitted in classes in an institution like ours, 
because we have not rooms enough or instructors enough to accommodate 
the pupils in classes of proper size. The plan which I have just suggested 
would give us ample room, besides furnishing us an auditorium in which 
the entire school can be collected for such instruction as can best be 
done before the body as a whole. In an institution like ours, where 
the development of character counts for so much, it is desirable that 
pupils feel a sense of unity at the same time that they have a sense 
of the meaning ^f large numbers. All this means that the school as a 
whole should meet frequently. Our present auditorium, when filled to its 
utmost capacity, leaves between three and four hundred students unpro- 
vided for. Besides, it is on the third floor of a building so constructed 
that should a fire ever start it would be impossible to extinguish it. 
Furthermore, this hall, as now arranged, is reached by narrow winding 
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stairways. At each session of the l^slature during the last eight years 
I have presented this question, and I feel that the time is now come when 
we must have a large auditorium. 

I referred in the preceding paragraph also to the fact that 
the gymnasium is greatly overcrowded. All the facilities now oymnasiam. 
offered there are demanded for the accommodation of the 
young women, leaving no room for physical training for the young men. 
I therefore recommend that the State Board ask a special appropriation 
of thirty to thirty-five thousand dollars for a men's gymnasium. 

Within the last few years members of the faculty and 
citizens of Ypsilanti have bought twenty acres of additional *™p^*' 
ground for campus purposes. They have also subscribed money for the 
improvement of these grounds. The grounds have been laid out in ten- 
nis courts, hockey fields, football fields, and baseball fields. There are 
yet three or four thousand dollars needed for the erection of bleachers, 
the building of fences, grading the grounds, etc. 

Appropriations for current expenses have been so meager 
for the collie during the last few years that we have been uhU^^ 
obliged to purchase as few books as possible for our reference 
library. We are now far behind the times, it being impossible to sup- 
ply under the present financial pressure the important new books needed 
in our work. I therefore recommend that the Board ask for a special 
appropriation of five thousand dollars for the immediate purchase of 
needed books. 

Perhaps the most important matter, aside from the auditorium and 
gymnasium referred to, is an increase in the current expense appropria- 
tion for the employment of teachers. Our classes are now 
so large that it is impossible to do justice to them without JSIShew!' 
over-taxing the strength of the instructors. We need at 
least fifteen additional instructors, costing not less than thirty thousand 
dollars per year. For this single item, therefore, there should be added 
to the current expense budget, over and above such sum as was given 
at the last legislature, thirty thousand dollars per year. 
• Cost of living has increased so greatly within the last few years that 
it has now become an imperative necessity that salaries be 
increased. Certainly not less than a ten per cent increase gSSJi"® ®' 
should be made. This will require a still larger addition to 
the current expense budget for the next two years.

COURSES OF STUDY. 

The following courses of study are in active operation at the present 
time: 

I. The Rural School Course. 

Until very recently the institution has not attempted, in any direct 
way, to influence the rural schools of this part of the State; but we are 
now making active efforts to come into close touch with these schools 
by offering all teachers desiring it a brief course suited to the wants of 
teachers for the rural schools. This course covers the review 
of the common branches, with studies in methods of teaching, 
together with brief courses in general method and psychology. 
These students have the advantage of the training school work. 
They are allowed to observe and to take part in the teach- 
ing there. The course covers a period of two and one-third 
years for pupils who are graduates of the eighth grade of the public 
schools of the State. Pupils who have had work in a high school may 
shorten this period somewhat by credits given for work done there. The 
certificate given for completion of the rural school course is good for 
three years in any of the schools of not more than two rooms in the 
State, and is renewable for three years on condition of successful teach- 
ing. 
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II. The Limited Graded School Course. 

This course consists of a professional studj^ of the common school 
branches, of psychology and general method, followed by practice in the 
training school. This is open to high school graduates, requiring one 
college year and one summer term for completion. The certificate given 
to persons who take the course is valid in any school of the State below 
the tenth grade, for three years, subject to renewal for three years on 
condition of successful teaching. 

III. The Two Years' Life Certificate Course. 

This is a strong professional course, covering the professional study 
of the common branches and a large number of college subjects. It is 
open to high school graduates, requires two full years of resident college 
work for its completion. It is the course to which the larger number of 
students in this institution turn their attention, and from it go out a 
large number of successful teachers in common and high schools. On 
completion of this course students are entitled to a diploma and a life 
certificate valid in any of the schools of the State. 

IV. For Three Years of Professional study and training above high 
school graduation this institution gives the degree of Bachelor of 
Pedagogy. This course is intended for those persons who look forward 
to supervising in primary schools or the small city systems throughout 
the State. 

V. Highest of all courses is that for which the institution gives the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in Education. This requires four years of 
resident college work beyond high school graduation. Tlie institution 
does not urge large numbers to take the course, but a few persons who 
show unusual ability in organization and executive work are urged to 
prepare themselves for the more important positions opening up for 
them in the public schools of the State. 

SUMMER SCHOOL. 

The State Normal' College sustains a six weeks' summer school. It is 
partly related to the work of the regular year and partly related to re- 
view work and an institute for the professional training of teachers em- 
ployed in the schools of the State. For the past five years there has 
also been carried on special institute work, taking the place of the 
county institute in Washtenaw and the six adjacent counties. This work 
has proved eminently successful and very satisfactory indeed both to the 
^ Normal College and to the school authorities of these counties. Stu- 
dents coming from these counties so related to us, enrolling themselves 
as institute members, are taken free of tuition. Classes in review work in 
the common branches, and classes in methods of instruction, are carried 
throughout the term. Larg<> opportunity for the observation of expert 
work in the training school is among the further advantages offered to 
these teachers. Each summer, in connection with this institute, we have 
carried a course of professional lectures by the ablest teachers that we 
could secure in this country. It is not too much to say that it is en- 
tirely impossible for any county institute under any sort of organization 
common to the work in this country to offer to students in their home 
counties the opportunities which this institution has been offering mem- 
bers of the teaching force in the seven counties designated. I should like 
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at this point to repeat a recommendation which I have heretofore made, 
but which the State Board of Education has as yet seen no opportunity 
to carry out, — that other counties in the State having no county normal 
classes, though they do not adjoin directly Washtenaw County, should 
be attached to this institution for institute purposes. The added ex- 
pense for transportation from even distant counties is much more than 
compensated for by the superior training offered in such a summer 
school. A slight amendment to one of the school laws of the State might 
make it possible for the State to meet the expense of this extra trans- 
portation cost. I am sure that this matter might in a short time so 
justify itself to the good sense of school authorities and so differentiate 
itself from other functions of the institution as to make the legislature 
of the State willing to give a special appropriation to the Normal Col- 
lege for carrying forward such work. 

At no time during my connection with the institution has the general 
character of the student body been so high as at this time. The high 
schools of the State are evidently improving steadily in their courses of 
instruction and in the quality of their teaching. Thi^ results in our re- 
ceiving graduates from these schools who are year by year better and 
better fitted to take up our work.

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CENTRAL MICHIGAN NORMAL SCHOOL. 

MT. PLEASANT. 

To the Honorable^ the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith mj official report 
as president of the Central Michigan Normal School for the biennial 
period, July 1, 1908, to July 1, 1910. 

GROUNDS. 

The Central Michigan Normal School campus is composed of four 
blocks of land lying in what is known as the Normal School Addition to 
the city of Mt. Pleasant. Exclusive of streets, the grounds cover an area 
as follows: 

Block 10 8.00 acres. 

Block 9 , 3.67 acres. 

Block 7 ,. 3.63 acres. 

Block 6 \ 3.5 acres. 

Total 18.8 \acres. 

Block 10 was donated to the State by the City of Mt. Pleasant in 
1895, when the school became a State institution. Blocks six, seven, 
and nine were later purchased by the State assisted by the city. Block 
10 contains about about six acres of native forest which forms a beauti- 
ful background for the main normal school building. The remaining 
portion of the campus originally formed a part of a farm and, when it 
came in possession of the State, contained no trees or shrubbery of any 
kind. Before any attempt was made to beautify the grounds, an ex- 
perienced landscape architect was emplo^^ed, who made a detailed plat 
of the grounds. All planting of trees and shrubs, the laying out of 
flower beds, tennis courts, etc., has been done in conformity to this plat. 
As a result the grounds with their avenues of elms and Norway maples, 
the numerous beds of flowering plants, |ind groups of perennial shrubs 
are assuming great beauty. ^ 

BUILDINGS. 

There are now located on the campus four buildings, as follows: 
First. The main Normal School building, in which are located the 
administration offices, twenty-two large, well lighted and well warmed 
and ventilated class rooms, one retiring room for women teachera, one 
rest room for women students, committee room, five offices for heads 
of departments, toilet rooms for the men and the women, a shop for 
janitors' use, and a chapel seating seven hundred fifty people. 

Second. The Training School building which contains a kindergar- 
ten and eight grade rooms, each having a seating capacity of thirty- 
five children. In addition to the eight grade rooms, there are eight reel- 
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tation rooms in which subdivisions of the grades are taught by student 
teachers under the supervision of the regular critic teachers. The build- 
ing also contains the oflSce of the Superintendent of the Training School, 
a retiring room for the women teachers, and a chapel having a seating 
capacity of about four hundred. In the basement are located the toilet 
rooms, the janitors' room, and ix)onis devoted to the department of man- 
ual training and domestic science. 

Third. The heating and lighting plant. This building contains a 
battery of four boilers for heating and power purposes, an engine and 
dynamo room, pump room, an office for tlie engineer, a supply room and 
bunker room having a capacity for storing about 500 tons of coal. There 
are three conduits connecting this building with the Normal School 
building, the Training School and the new Gymnasium. 

Fourth. The Physical Training Building or Gymnasium. This build- 
ing contains suites of oflSces fox the director of physical training and his 
assistants, a lecture room, laboratory and apparatus room for the de- 
partment of physiology and hygiene, a ladies' rest room, a game room 
33 ft. by 60 ft, and a fine floor 60 ft. by 103 ft., for the regular class 
drills in physicial training. The basement contains a swimming pool 
18 ft. by 40 ft. in area and a depth varying from 21/^ ft. to 6 ft., shower 
baths, locker rooms, toilets, etc., for both the men and the women. This 
building is filling a long felt need in this institution. 

VALUE OF GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS. 

The following is a fair estimate of the value of the buildings and 
grounds: 

Main Normal School building $93 000 

Training School building 50 000 

Central Heating and Lighting plant 27 000 

Conduits 10 000 

Physical Training building 50 000 

Grounds . 30 000 

Total $260 000 

The estimated value of the equipment of the buildings, including li- 
brary, furniture, apparatus, works of art, pianos, office equipment, and 
supplies, etc., is $40,000, making a total estimated value of the prop- 
erty of the school, $300,000. 

IMPROVEMENTS; 

The legislature of 1909 made special appropriations for the Central 
Michigan Normal School as follows: 

First. An appropriation of |12,000 for rebuilding the roof and ap- 
proach to the Training School building. 

Second. An appropriation of |2,000 for installing a new men's lava- 
tory, lockers, etc., in the main Normal School building. 

The work provided for in the above appropriations has been com- 
pleted. The new roof and approach to the Training School building 
makes a complete change in the architectural appearance of the build- 
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ing. The building is now strictly modern and will serve the needs of 
the school for many years. The new men's lavatory is in keeping with 
modern sanitary requirements. The floors are tiled, the plumbing is the 
best that could be secured, and the marble stalls and wainscoting lend at- 
tractiveness to the rooms. Seventy-five steel lockers have been installed 
in these rooms for the use of the men students. 

COURSES OF STUDY. 

The Central Normal year book for 1910-11 shows many improvements 
in the contents and display of the various courses offered by the school. 
The following is a brief description of the courses : 

1. The Elementary Rural School Course. This course is designed 
to prepare teachers for service in the rural schools of the State. To 
enter the course, students must have passed the eighth grade of a public 
school course. The studies required cover all common school subjects' 
and some advanced work in English, science, mathematics and history. 
Work is also required in psychology and school managem.ent. Twenty- 
four weeks' practice teaching in the training school, under expert crit- 
icism is also required. About seven terms of twelve weeks each are re- 
quired to complete the course. Graduates from this course are given cer- 
tificates valid in Michigan for three years in schools employing not more 
than two teachers. 

2. The Advanced Rural School Course. This course is designed to pre- 
pare teachers for positions in the rural schools, consolidated schools, and 
village schools employing not to exceed three teachers. The following 
classes of students may be admitted to this course without examination : 

.a. Graduates from the Elementary Rural School Course. 

b. Those who have completed the tenth grade in an approved high 
school. 

c. Holders of second grade certificates who present a statement from 
the county commissioner under whom they taught, certifying that they 
are successful teachers. 

d. Graduates from ten-grade schools subject to the discretion of the 
Rural School Committee. 

Students completing this course will receive a state certificate signed 
by the State Board of Education and the President of the Normal School. 
This certificate is valid for five years in all classes of rural schools 
and in village schools employing not to exceed three teachers. On sat- 
isfactory proof of success in teaching, the certificate may be renewed 
once for a period of three years without examination. 

3. The Graded School Course. This is a forty-two weeks' course for 
graduates from approved high schools, and is designed especially to pre- 
pare teachers for service in the primary and grammar grades of city 
and village schools. Students having completed the tenth grade of a pub- 
lic school system can complete this course in three years, doing two 
years of academic work in the normal. 

4. The Life Certificate Course. This is a two years' course for high 
school graduates, or those who have had an equivalent training and pre- 
pares teachers for service in any grade of the State public school system. 

5. The Kindergarten Course. A two years' course for high school 
or college graduates. 
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6. The Public School Music Course. Designed to prepare supervisors 
of music in the public schools of the State. 

7. The Public School Drawing Course. This is a two years' course for 
high school graduates and prepares supervisors of drawing for the public 
schools. 

8. The Drawing and Manual Training Course. Many demands have 
been made upon the Central Normal for teachers who can give instruction 
in both drawing and manual training. This course has been planned to 
meet demands of this character. Graduation from a good high school, 
or an equivalent training, is required of those who enter this course. 
Two years are required for the completion of the course. 

9. The Course in Manual Arts. During the last four years a kitchen 
and sewing room have been added to the manual training equipment. 
Students taking the manual arts course divide their time about equally 
between manual training and domestic science and art. The course of 
study covers two years, and prepares its graduates for positions as super- 
visors of manual training and domestic science in our public schools. 

10. In addition to the above nine courses, a preparatory course of two 
years is offered bridging over the ground between the rural school course 
and the two years' life certificate course. 

Classes in the branches required by law for the various county certifi- 
cates are on the schedule every term of the year, so that students desiring 
to prepare for the county examinations can always be accommodated. 

THE FACULTY. 

During the biennial period covered by this report a number of vacancies 
have occurred in the faculty of the school. In filling these vacancies 
and in the selection of new members three qualifications are especially 
insisted upon — first, scholarly attainments and good personality ; second, 
experience and skill in teaching; third, a knowledge of the conditions 
and needs of the public schools of the State. As a result of this policy 
the Central Michigan Normal School has a faculty that will compare 
favorably with the faculty of any similar institution in the United States. 

The policy of the State Board of Education in granting leave of absence 
to members of the faculty who have served faithfully and eflSciently for 
a term of years, is to be highly recommended. A year's study in one of 
our great American universities, or abroad, serves not only as a means 
of quickening the mental life of the one who avails himself of the privi- 
lege, but also enlarges his sympathies and gives him a broader outlook 
upon the great problems of public education. It is with pleasure that I 
report the fact that the heads of nearly all the departments have availed 
themselves t>f the privilege so generously afforded by your honorable body.

AlTENDANCE. 

The growth in attendance during the last biennial period has been 
highly satisfactory. The increase in enrollment has been es])ecially 
marked in the higher courses, while there has been a corresponding de- 
crease in the number of students enrolled in the rural school course. 
This is largely due to the increasing number of County Normal Training 
Classes organiioed in the territory from which the Central Normal draws 
its students. A comparison with enrollment during the biennial i>eriod 
July 1, 1906, to July 1, 1908, will show the increase in attendance :

A comparison of the above report with the report of the preceding 
biennial period shows an increase of thirty in the number of grad- 
uates. 

Practically all of the graduates from this school engage in educational 
work in this State. During the last two years the school has been ut- 
terly unable to meet the demands made upon it for trained teachers. 

THE LIBRARY. 

The library is one of the most useful adjuncts of the school. During 
the period covered by this report its equipment and efficiency have been 
largely increased. The number of books on the shelves now approxi- 
mates 14,000 — an increase of about 3,000 volumes during the last two 
years. 

There is imperative need of more room for the storage of books and 
a larger reading room for the use of the students. The books are now 
shelved in the reading room and would, without any doubt, all be lost 
in case a fire should break out. A fire-proof addition to the main build- 
ing, having a capacity for shelving 50,000 volumes, should be provided 
for in the immediate future. This is necessary not only for the safety 
of the books but also to provide room for future growth, as all available 
shelving is now filled. This addition would enable us to use the room 
now occupied by stacks as an enlargement of our present reading room, 
which is \^ry much needed. 
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WORKS OP ART. 



We believe that a beautiful and artistic environment is a strong fac- 
tor in education, and one especially necessary in such a school as this, 
where students carry the influences and ideas gained directly into the 
lives of the communities where they go as teachers. 

That we may effect such a condition here, care has been taken in 
laying out and beautifying the grounds, and in selecting a collection of 
pictures and casts, having not only a decorative value, but also illustra- 
ting the great periods of art history. 

The school now owns about 100 pictures and 20 casts, at a cost of more 
than |2,000 and these, we believe, exert one of the strongest influences 
of the school. The pictures include large carbon photographs of the 
best quality, and hand colored lithographs and prints, all artistically 
framed. 

The various schools of painting and the great masterpieces of 
sculpture and architecture are represented. The early Italian, the Italian 
Renaissance, the early Dutch, Flemish, German, and Spanish schools are 
all illustrated with some of the best things from the modem French, 
English, Dutch, German, and American art. The American mural 
painters are represented by Sargent's frieze of "The Prophets," Alexan- 
der's "Evolution of the Book," and two panels from Abbey's frieze of 
the Holy Grail. The art department has a small but very good collec- 
tion of Japanese prints, illustrating the fine art of these most artistic 
people. 

The finest cast owned by the school is a reproduction of Thorwaldsen's 

"Triumphal Entry of Alexander into Babylon." This decorates the 

two side' walls of the chapel. This sculptor is also represented by a 

cast of his statue "Hebe," arid the two reliefs, "Day" and "Night," which 

. are placed in the large hall of the main building. 

The chapel, library, halls, and stairways and the grade rooms of the 
training school have so far received the pictures and casts, it being 
thought best to leave the classrooms until these places of more general 
use were supplied. It is the plan, however, to add decorations suitable 
to the various departments as rapidly as possible, and so to realize the 
ideal school which uplifts and educates by its silent influences, as well 
as by its more active agents. 

THE LABORATORIES. 

The Central Normal has well equipped phj^sical, chemical, and biolog- 
ical laboratories. A start has also been made toward the equipment of 
a psychological laboratory. The departments of geography and physi- 
ology have been strengthened by the addition of a large number of maps, 
charts, models, and other pieces of apparatus for illustrative work. The 
laboratories are important adjuncts of the school and liberal appropri- 
ations should be made at each session of the legislature to keep the 
equipment up to date. 

THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The appropriation of $12,000 made by the legislature of 1909 has en- 
abled us to completely change the exterior of the Training School build- 
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ing, making it one of the most artistic buildings on the campus. A small 
appropriation is needed to rebuild the ceiling of the first story and to 
case up the basement windows and make a few minor changes in the 
interest of the manual training and domestic science work which is 
carried on in this part of the building. 

The Training School is the laboratory of the Normal School. Here 
practical application is made of the theories and methods discussed in 
the departments of psychology and pedagogy and in the teachers' profes- 
sional classes taught by the heads of the normal departments. 

A superintendent and a corps of nine thoroughly trained and exper- 
ienced critic teachers plan, supervise, and criticise the work of the nor- 
mal students while engaged in the twenty-four weeks of practice teach- 
ing required of all students before graduation. The purpose of the 
normal school is to send out into the State each year a body of young 
men and women, thoroughly trained, both in an academic and a peda- 
gogical sense, and who have had practical experience in teaching under 
expert criticism. 

The Training School is a school of observation as well as a school of 
practice. Our ambition is to make it a model school in every respect. 
To this end a model course of study is followed, free text books and all 
necessary appliances are furnished, and latest and most apprpved school 
furniture is used, and the wall^ of the school rooms and corridors hung 
with beautiful works of art. Practice teachers are given opportunities 
to see practical demonstrations of work in physical training, manual 
trainijig, and domiestic science. Frequent model lessons are taught by the 
critic teachers and special teachers of music and art. This furnishes an 
excellent opportunity for the students to observe work done by experts 
under the most favorable conditions. High ideals are set up which stu- 
dents are encouraged to try to realize in their own teaching. 

In addition to the above it ought to be a legitimate function of the 
training school to test various methods and devices, make a study of 
problems of public education and through frequently published bulletins 
report the results of its tests, studies, etc., to the Department of Public 
Instruction, and to the superintendents and supervisors engaged in ac- 
tive work in the State, Our normal schools should be leaders and not 
mere followers. To this end, I mean to ask the coming session of the 
legislature for a small appropriation to enable this school to attempt 
some work of this character. 

The Training School is annually sending teachers into the high schools 
of the State. In order that they may be well trained for high school 
^service the scope of the training school work should be enlarged to in- 
clude at least the ninth and tenth grades. This would afford opportun- 
ity for practice teaching and observation which is prohibited under the 
present organization. This enlargement cannot be made at the present 
time on account of lack of room. 

The Training School is in need of a model children's library in charge 
of a trained children's librarian. A start has Jbeen made in this direction 
by placing at the disposal of the children in each room a small number 
of carefully selected books. A room fitted up with suitable stacks, read- 
ing tables, etc., is needed and should be provided at as early a date a» 
possible. 
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students' loan fund. 

According to the provisions of Act No. 171 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan for 1903, entitled "An act for the incorporation of associations 
not for pecuniary profit," a Students' Loan Association has been estab- 
lished in the Central Michigan Normal School. The purpose of this 
association is to assist needy students by making to them loans of 
money for such time and at such rate of interest as the Board of Direc- 
tors may deem advisable, the purpose of said loan being to enable said 
students to pursue courses of study in the Central Michigan Normal 
School. At the time of writing this report the total amount of money in 
this fund was f 607.46. This fund has been the means of enabling many 
worthy students to continue their work in school until graduation, who 
otherwise would have found it impossible to do so. Though many small 
loans have been made, not one cent has been lost by the borrowers failing 
to make payment. 

HOSPITAL fund. 

It is the purpose of the Central Normal to establish a hospital fund 
in the near future. It often happens that students become ill while pur- 
suing their courses of study. In such cases their care falls either upon 
the family where they are rooming or upon their roommates thus taking 
their time from their studies. Under the provisions of this organization 
a trained nurse will be employed to give the unfortunate students suit- 
able care until it becomes possible to remove them to their homes. A 
fund of this kind will meet a long felt want in the school. 

THE SUMMER SCHOOL. 

The summer school is meeting a real need in this section of the State 
and continues to grow in popularity. During the two years covered by 
this report, nearly 1,300 students have been enrolled. Many of these 
pursue studies that count toward graduation from some regular normal 
school course, while a large number enter for the purpose of observation 
in the Training School and pursuing such subjects as they may need to 
review in order to pass successfully the county examination. 

The commissioners of several counties adjoining Isabella have aband- 
oned the usual county institute and have become affiliated with the Cen- 
tral Normal. To meet the needs of teachers from these countiess, a large 
number of what we call ^'institute review courses" are offered. In these 
classes thorough instruction is given in the academic phases of the sub- 
jects pursued, and at tlie same time emphasis is placed upon methods and 
devices in teaching. 

In the last summer session institute courses were offered in the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. Arithmetic. 

2. Civil government of, the United States. 

3. History and government of Michigan. 

4. School law. 

5. Drawing. 

6. Methods in English. 

7. Elements of agriculture. 
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8. Geography. 

9. Grammar and composition. 

10. Music. 

11. Nature study. 

12. Physiology and hygiene. 

13. Reading. 

14. State Manual and Course of Study. 

15. History of the United States. 

16. School managenuent. 

With our present facilities we can comfortably handle a daily attend- 
ance of 600 students. During the summer of 1909 the attendance reached 
650. Available classrooms in the training school building were used, 
otherwise it would have been a serious problem to handle the large enroll- 
ment. 

The affiliation of several counties with the normal summer school is a 
long step in the direction of solving the institute problem in this State., 
Attendance for six weeks in a well equipped state normal school under the 
instruction of expert teachers in the various departments means real 
solid educational progress on the part of those who attend. 

A very important and interesting feature of the summer school is the 
course of lectures by eminent non-resident lecturers. During the last 
two summers the students of the summer school have had the privil^ie 
of listening to many eminent educators. 

THE MANUAL ARTS. 

Instiniction in the manual arts now occupies an important place in the 
Central Normal. Manual training was introduced in 1903, and has gone 
forward with increasing interest and efficiency since that time. The de- 
partment occupies rooms in the basement of the training school building, 
but in the near future more commodious quarters will be needed. Tkra» 
lines of work are especially emphasized. 

1. A course for those preparing to teach in rural schools. 

2. A coui'se designed especially for those who are preparing to teach 
in the grades of city and village schools. 

3. Two courses, one for women and one for men, especially designed 
to meet the needs of those who plan to become supervisors of manual 
arts in public school systems. 

The instructors in manual training and domestic science and art give 
about one-half of their time to nonaal school classes, and the other half 
to instruction and supervision of the work in the grades of the training 
school. By tliis arrangement students are taught not only to use tools 
themselves, but are given an opportunity to see the work practically car- 
ried on in the grades of the training school. 

SCHOOL SPIRIT AND SOCIAL LIFE. 

A noticeable feature of the Central State Normal is the admirable spir- 
it of good fellowship and loyalty to the school . It is felt by every mem- 
ber of the school, student or teacher, and commented upon by every 
observant visitor. Loyalty to the school is the watchword of the insti- 
tution. The influence of this spirit upon the daily life of the students 
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makes mandatory or restrictiye rules unnecessary. With almost no rules 
except a few that are only advisory, our students come and go in school 
and out, as self respecting, well ordei-ed citizens. 

This spirit is, we believe, partly due to the fact that the members of the 
faculty are not merely classroom teachers, but take an active interest 
and part in all the activities and oi-ganizations of the school, athletic, 
social, or religious, as well as a personal interest in the individual stu- 
dent. Members of the faculty are enthusiastic spectators at all athletic- 
contests, two or more are active members of each fraternal or social or- 
ganization, and at all social functions they are cheerful participants. 
The faculty gives a general reception at the beginning of each term, 
the president gives the usual reception to the seniors, and the teachers 
frequently invite their classes to their homes. In addition to these, par- 
ties are frequently given by the students, but they are always subject to 
the permission and r^ulations of the Social Committee, which is made 
up of five members of the faculty. These i)arties always close at a suit- 
able hour stated by the committee, and are properly chaperoned. 

WOMBN^S DEAN. 

The school has no dormitories, the students rooming in the homes of 
the citizens and mostly boarding in clubs, hence there can be no close 
supervision of the students as to hours, social relations or conduct, even 
though such supervision were thought necessary. As regards conduct, 
as in the various activities of the school, we depend upon the fine spirit 
of the students above mentioned and their general rightmindedness. 

But feeling that with three or four hundred young girls away from 
home, many of them for the first time, there should be some member of 
the faculty whose special interest should be to attend to their inter- 
ests and needs, the board appointed a women's dean. One-half of her 
time is given to teaching, the other half to the special duties of her office. 
In her office she keeps a list of all the gii'ls in the school and their room- 
ing places. To her are reported all cases of illness. When necessary, 
parents are notified of the illness of their daughters, or a nurse is recom- 
mended. It is hoped that frequent meetings of the women's dean and 
the girls of the school will tend to promote the cordial relation between 
student and teacher that is so desirable. Lectures are also given by her 
not only upon the social obligations of life and conduct, but upon the vari- 
ous subjects of interest to the intelligent young woman of today. 

To her the girls of the school are free to go whenever the advice or 
encouragement of an older, more experienced woman is needed. It is 
desired to encourage and cultivate all those finer attributes that go so 
far to make a womanly woman, and without which all education is more 
or less a failure. 

It is the plan for the ensuing year that the women's dean working 
with the other women on the faculty will arrange a series of social 
gatherings among the students that will be pleasant features in the 
school life, and will cultivate the kindly, helpful spirit so necessary to 
every useful member of society.

SPECIAL NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL. 

/. Academic and Professional. 

1. It is my belief that the normal schools of the State should prepare 
teachers for all lines of public school service. It is held by some that the 
work of the normal schools should be confined to the preparation of 
teachers for service in the elementary grades and that preparation for 
high school service should be delegated to the university and the colleges 
of the State. Logically this proposition cannot be sustained. The nor- 
mal schools are established and maintained by the State as professional 
schooU and as such should logically give professional training for all 
grades of public school teaching including the high schools. This being 
true, the normal schools of the State should enlarge the scope of their 
coui*ses by the addition of at least another year's academic and profes- 
sional work. The equipment of the normal schools in libraries, labora- 
tories, and illustrative teaching material is fully equivalent, if not super- 
ior, to- that of the best denominational colleges of the State. The high 
grade of scholarship and teaching ability of the professors and instruc- 
tors in the normal schools gives assurance that the suggested enlarge- 
ment of work, if undertaken, will be thoroughly done, and that the 
teachers sent into the high schools will be able to maintain them- 
selves in competition with college and university trained men and 
women. Just what recognition should be given for this additional work 
in the way of diploma or degree is a problem for the Normal Executive 
Council to determine and report to the State Board of Education for 
oflBcial ratification. 

2. There is a growing demand for a body of teachers especially trained 
for giving instruction in what are commonly called commercial branches 
such as book-keeping, commercial law, commercial correspondence, tyi)e- 
writing, stenography, etc. It is a legitimate function of the normal 
schools to prepare teachers for this service. Nearly all of the large high 
schools of the State have commercial departments, and it is often a seri- 
ous problem to find trained teachers to properly carry on the work. 
I advocate the establishment of a Commercial Department in this normal 
school whose function shall be not to prepare people for positions in the 
business world but to train teachers for giving instruction in the com- 
mercial departments of the high schools of the State. 

//. Material Needs. 

The Central Normal is in need of several improvements in order to put 
the school in shape to render the most efficient service to the State. The 
following are the material improvements I most urgently recommend : 

First. A science building to be located on the north half of block 7, 
immediately opposite the training school building. This building should 
be a model in every respect and should contain accommodations for phys- 
ics, chemistry, biology, nature study, geography, manual training and 
domestic science. To complete and equip such a building as the future 
needs of the school will demand, an appropriation of not less than $100,- 
000 will be necessary. \ 

Second. The library is the most important adjunct of the school. It 
now contains approximately 14,000 volumes that are in constant use by 
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the faculty and students. It is housed in the general reading room at 
the east end of the normal school building, and would surely be destroyed 
should a fii-e break out in this building. A fire-proof addition to the 
main building having a capacity for shelving 50,000 to 60,000 volumes, 
with librarian's oflace, storage room, etc., is an imperative necessity, and 
an appropriation should be asked for at the coming session of the legis- 
lature to provide for this building. The space now taken up by the 
library stacks w^ould then be added to the general reading room which 
at present is too small to adequately accommodate the school. 

Third. In letting the contracts for the new physical training building 
it was found necessary to leave out a number of important things in order 
to bring the building within the appropriation. Among other things 
omitted wei-e the gallery in the main gymnasium room lockers, and a num- 
ber of shower baths. An appropriation large enough to complete and 
equip this building should be asked for. 

Fourth. The music department is much in need of a pipe organ; 
$4,000 will install a suitable one in the chapel. 

Fifth. In order to complete our plans for beautifying the grounds and 
buildings, a greenhouse is necessary. An appropriation of $1,500 will 
build and equip one adequate to our needs. 

Sixth. Lastly, the Central Nonnal needs a liberal appropriation for 
salaries, library and apparatus. While there has been a satisfactory im- 
provement and growth in these directionsi during the last two years, a 
growing school needs constantly to enlarge and strengthen its faculty and 
general equipment. The chief hope of progress in popular education 
lies with the normal schools. For this reason they should be put in the 
best possible condition to render the service which the State has a right 
to expect of them. 

Thanking you, gentlemen of the State Board of Education, for your 
kindly and solicitous interest in the welfare of the Central State Normal 
School, and for the many personal courtesies you have shown me, I

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J^ORTHERN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

MARQUETTE. 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor herewith to transmit to you the official 
report of the President of the Northern State Normal School for the 
biennial period ending June 30, 1910. 

During this period the school has shown a steady growth in the in- 
crease of the number of students and marked progress in the work and 
equipment of the institution. The real object of the school, 
viz: the preparation of teachers for the public schools oi^e^i^^ 
Michigan, has been steadily kept in view and every effort has 
been put forth to make the work thorough and of such a nature as to 
best fit students for the work of teachers. The faculty recognizes fully 
the necessity of students mastering the subject matter and methods of 
imparting the common branches they are to teach in the schools of the 
State, and if the prospective students were given a review in the high 
schools, of such subjects as arithmetic, grammar and geography, it would 
greatly facilitate the efforts of the normal school in this direction.. Dur- 
ing the past two years a very large percentage of the students have been 
high school graduates, and their preparation for normal school work has 
been growing better. 

The buildings of the institution, exclusive of the"' central heating plant 
are three in number, two of which are owned by the State, while the third 
was erected by private persons for the exclusive use of the school. 

The Longyear Hall of Pedagogy, which was destroyed by fire in De- 
cember, 1905, and replaced in the spring of 1907, is a modem fire-proof 
building. It is built of Marquette sandstone and consists ^^^^^^^ 
of ttree stories and a basement. The interior is constructed Haii of 
of steel and concrete, and finished throughout in natural ^^^so«y* 
birch. The most modern methods of heating, lighting and ventilation 
are used. In this building are located the classrooms of the training 
school, the assembly hall with a seating capacity of three hundred fifty, 
the classrooms of several of the departments and the offices of the sec- 
retary and president. The annex to this building contains the library 
and in the basement are the rooms for domestic science. 

The Peter White Science Hall was carefully planned as a science hall 
and contains laboratories for the departments of Natural Science, Physi- 
cal Science and Geography. The beginning of a psychological p^^er white 
laboratory has been made but our present appropriations are Haii of 
not sufficient to complete it. The geographical laboratory is Science, 
now located in the basement and is neither as suitable or convenient as 
might be desired. Beside the laboratories several classrooms are located 
in the building. The annex to the Science Hall contains several class- 
rooms and a fairly well-equipped gymnasium in the basement. 

The dormitory, erected at a cost of twenty -five ^^^^^sand ^^^^^^ 
dollars by Messrs. longyear and Ayer, is used exclusively for 
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students of the Normal School. Eventually this building should be 
owned by the State. 

Then central heating plant has proved a great success. It is connected 
Central ^^^ *^® various buildings by a tunnel built of cement. It 
Heatins IS large enough to heat the main building when erected in 
Plant. connection with those already built. The vacuum system 

and the Johnson system of heat regulation have been installed and every- 
thing has been done to make it as eflScient and economical as possible. 

The last legislature appropriated: |1,500 for converting the lai^e 
basement room under the library into rooms for the teach- 
tions^^'**" ^^S ^^ domestic science, a large kitchen and an excellent din- 
ing room having been built and very well equipped, together 
with kitchen and butler's pantries ; $600 for grading the street abutting 
on the Normal School grounds. The city has not yet made this im- 
provement; ?400 for cement side walks, to replace worn out wooden 
walks.

COURSES OF STUDY. 

The following courses of study are now offered in the Northern State 
Normal School : 

1. The Rural School Course. This course is designed to prepare teach- 
ers for service in the rural schools of the State. The studies required 
cover all common school branches and some advanced work in English, 
science, mathematics, and history. Work is also required in psychology 
and school management. Twenty-four weeks of observation .and prac- 
tice in the training school are also required. Graduates in this course 
are given certificates valid in Michigan for three years in schools not 
•employing more than two teacher??. 

2. The Graded School Coui^. This is a forty-two weeks' course for 
graduates from approved high schools, and is designed to prepare teach- 
ers for service in primary and grammar grades of city and village 
schools. 

3. The Life Certificate Course. This is a two years' course for high 
school graduates and prepares teachers for service in any grade of the 
State public school system. 

4. The Kindergarten Course. A two years' course for high school or 
college graduates. 

5.. The Public School Music Course. A two years' course for high 
school graduates designed to prepare supervisors in music for schools 
of the State. 

6. The Public School Drawing Course. A two years' course for high 
school graduates designed to prepare supervisors of drawing. 

7. The Domestic Science and Art Course. A two years' course for 
high school graduates, designed to prepare teachei*s of domestic science 
and art. Classes in the branches required by law for the various county 
certificates are given during the year for those who desire to prepare 
for the county examinations. 

The newly organized department of domestic art and science under the 
direction of Miss Margaret Buckly has made an excellent beginning and 
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is proving a popular department as it supplies a real want. The rooms 
for domestic science have been built and well equipped under the library, 
and the rooms under the Longyear Hall have been prepared for domes- 
tic art work. Already there is much more work than one instructor 
can attend to and the classes have had to be limited both in number and 
size. 

The department of education under Dr. -Fracker has begun a labor- 
atory for the study of education and psychology from the experimental 
side but only a slight be^nning has been made as yet, owning to lack 
of funds. It is hoped, however, soon to go on and equip a fii-st class 
psychological laboratory. ^ 

A beginning has been made in manual training, but no appropriation 
has ever been made for its support, so that it is only a beginning, as yet. 
A special appropriation is needed to equip a manual training depart- 
ment. 

Several literary societies are now in a healthy and flourishing condi- 
tion and are helping much to add to the social life of the school. These 
societies are heartily supported by the faculty, many of whom attend 
their meetings. These societies are doing much for the student, life in 
the school, and have given a gi*eat impetus* toward the practice of public 
speaking, literary composition, and music. 

The faculty has systematized its efforts in promoting the social welfare 
and enjoyment of the students, and much good is being done in this im- 
portant part of student life. 

The Upper Peninsula has no school or college which gives much facil- 
ity for the study of art or music, so that students who wish to prepare 
themselves as special teachers in either of these subjects have to go long 
distances to do so. I would sincerely recommend that the work in this 
institution be enlarged so as to meet this need. Many inquiries are re- 
ceived regarding these subjects, showing that the want is felt. 

The original plan of buildings for the school was to have 
one large building consisting of a main part with wings joined BSidinge. 
on either side. Both of these wings have been built as de- 
tached buildings. Room has been left between for the placing of the 
main building. The need for this main building has now become impera- 
tive, if the school is not to be seriously handicapped. 

At the present time every available bit of space from 
the roof to the basement is being used for classroom pur- conduiong. 
poses. Many classes are held in unsuitable rooms in the base- 
ment, ill-lighted and badly ventilated. During the summer term many 
teachers must occupy the same room. There is no adequate a.ssembly 
hall for lecture courses, and, during tlie past summer, large numbei*s 
who wished to attend were turned away. The present assembly room 
has not had seating capacity for all the students during the summer 
term. Many of the rooms that should be devoted to the training school, 
have to be used for recitation rooms. This has very seriously incom- 
moded the work of the training school. The training school, to do its 
best work, would require all the rooms in Longyear Hall of Pedagogy, 
whereas now several other departments are crowded into it. The library 
too, is gradually outgrowing its present accommodations. The need for 
more space for classroom purposes has become imperative. The erec- 
tion of the main part of the building to contain a library, office, assem- 
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bly room, and classroom would meet the needs of the school for many 
years. A special appropriation for this building is greatly needed, and 
should be made by the next legislature. 

The need has arisen for more instructors. Many of the departments 
are now overcrowded with students and the work of each department is 
more than one instructor can do. To fill this need as far as possible, 
as much of the cun-ent expense as was at all possible has been devoted 
to salaries. An appropriation for additional^ instructors has become 
very necessary now without taking into account future growth. 

In this school the summer session has become one of 
seMionf ^^® most important terms in the year. It reaches a large class 
of students and teachers who, otherwise, would not be able 
to take advantage of normal school training. The summer session has 
been attended by many successful and mature teachers and has been 
remarkable for earnest and enthusiastic work. For the biennial period 
the number of students attending the summer session has been as fol- 
lows:

The work of the summer school aims to carry on the regular work of 
the Normal school, and also supply the needs of those students who come 
for a review of special subjects, or to prepare for the county teachers' 
examinations.

To the Honorable^ the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the 
biennial period beginning July 1, 1908, and closing June 30, 1910. 

This last date closed the sixth year since the opening of the Western 
Normal and quoting from a preceding report the history of the recent 
biennial period may again fairiy be called "an account of the continued 
building of foundations as well as rapid development of the school. 
From the beginning it has been the purpose of the administration to 
bend every effort to establish sound ideals. In the selection of instruct- 
ors and in the daily life of the institution, character and personality, 
thorough scholarship, teaching efficiency, and sound professional spirit, 
including right views of social service, have been kept in mind. Recom- 
mendation of instructors has been made to your honorable body only 
after painstaking search. The general efficiency of the teaching force 
now employed entirely justifies the effort which has been made to secure 
professional skill aiid personal worth in the faculty. The Normal al- 
ready has a standing in western Michigan and increasing recognition of 
the school is shown in many ways. Of these, the patronage of the sec- 
tion for which the Normal was primarily established is worthy of note."

A most important feature in connection \^ith the growth of the school 
has been the constant widening of contributing territory. During the 
summer term, 1910, 44 counties and 199 towns in Michigan were repre- 
sented. During the fall term, 1909, the enrollment of 589 students rep- 
resented 123 towns in Michigan, including such cities as Grand Rap- 
ids, Battle Creek, Lansing, Traverse Oity, Albion, Marshall, Flint, Grand 
Haven, Holland, Harbor Springs. Cedar Springs, Petoskey, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Coldwater, Cassopolis, Sturgis, Niles, South Haven, btsego, Hills- 
dale, Paw Paw, etc. Of this enrollment 567 were from Michigan. Twenty- 
two students from outside of Michigan represented eight states and Can- 
ada. No Normal School in the "Old Northwest" has ever experienced 
such rapid and steady development as has the new institution at Kala- 
mazoo. It seems a certainty that this steady growth will continue for 
some time in the future.

A large number of leading normal schools of the middle west are now 
offering advanced courses which give more adequate preparation for 
service in the elementary grades and also give students better prepara- 
tion for teaching in high schools. These advanced courses are of two 
classes. One requires a residence of three years and leads to the de 
gree of bachelor of pedagogy. The other requires a residence of four 
years and leads to the degree of bachelor of arts. After six years of 
careful observation of the public school conditions in. western Michigan 
I am fully satisfied that the time has come when it will be wise to es- 
tablish an advanced course at the Western Normal which will requii*e 
a residence of three years and lead to the d^ree of bachelor of pe<ia- 
gogy. Such action, if taken, would add but little to the running ex- 
penses of the school and would meet a real and increasing demand from 
many of the high schools of western Michigan for better prepared teach- 
ers. At the present time there is not a sufficient supply of high school 
instructors from the University and the colleges to supply the demand 
made by the high schools of this section.

THE NEW TRAINING SCHOOL BUILDING. 

During the last biennial period the Training School Building erected 
at a cost of |60,000 has been completed. This building which is used 
by students for observation and practice teaching, is of fire-proof con- 
struction like the other normal buildings. This structure is 118 : feet 
long and 100 feet wide, with two stories and a basement. The entire 
building is heated by a system of direct and indirect radiation with the 
fan system of forced air currents, insuring perfect ventilation at all 
times. In the basement are well lighted rooms of model arrangement 
which insure all conveniences for the school arts. These include a play 
room, 25 feet \^ide and 48 feet long. All the gymnasium work for the 
lower grades is conducted here. In the basement there are also a large 
kitchen, a dining room, sewing room, clay modeling room, a large manual 
training room, dark room for work in photography, and a room for 
printing and book binding. On the first and second floors are included 
ofiices, a library, a rest room, a study room, and splendidly arranged 
quarters for the kindergarten and each of the first eight grades. The 
Training School Building is believed to be the most convenient and best 
arranged structure of its class in the middle west. 

RURAL SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

The Rural School Department which was organized with the establish- 
ment of the Western Normal in 1904 has continued to more than justify 
the wisdom of the State Board of Education in making provision for 
this new departui-e. It will always be a matter of importance in the 
history of public school education in the United States that the first 
fully organized rural school department in a state normal school with a 
director in charge was established at Kalamazoo with the creation of the 
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Western Normal. During the past fonr years the total attendance in 
this department has been as follows:

The number of graduates in June and August, 1910, was 76. Of this 
number 34 graduated from the Advanced Rural School Course which 
was established July 1, 1908.

It will be noted that three of this list of lecturers are members of the 
famous Country Life Commission appointed by President Roosevelt. 

Not only in Michigan but throughout the country much attention has 
be^ni attracted to the Rural School Department, which is unique in its 
organization among the state normals of the United States. It is prob- 
able that this department has made a greater contribution toward under- 
standing and improving social and educational conditions in rural com- 
munities than has been made by any other state normal during the 
past six years. 

NORMAL EXTENSION COURSE. 

In 1905 the State Board of Education authorized the granting of an 
extension life certificate to mature students who (1) are high school 
graduates, (2) have taught six years, and (3) under the direction 
of the Western State Normal School faculty have completed work as 
follows: (a) three summer terms in residence, (b) two years of non- 
resident work. This non-resident work is either (1) class work at some 
center within range of the school, so that an instructor can meet the 
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students once a week, usually on Saturdays, or (2) carefully organized 
courses taken by correspondence. 

The Western State Normal School, from its foundation, has permitted 
properly qualified students to avail themselves of this opportunity. In 
the four years from 1907 to 1910 inclusive forty-five experienced teachers 
have completed the course and have been granted certificates. 

The object of this arrangement has been to meet the needs of those 
who are otherwise deprived of opportunities for growth and advance- 
ment. The possible danger anticipated by some persons that students 
by taking this course would be led aside from undertaking residence 
study has not proved real. In fact one of the important results has been 
that students who have completed the extension course have later entered 
upon and completed the regular life certificate course in residence. 

SUMMBR SCHOOL. 

During the summer term, 1910, the enrollment from Michigan repre- 
sented 44 counties, namely: Allegan, Arenac, Barry, Bay, Benzie, Ber- 
rien, Branch, Calhoun, Cass, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Dickinson, Eaton, 
Emmet, Genesee, Grand Traverse, Hillsdale, Houghton, Ingham, Ionia, 
Jackson, Kalamazoo, Kalkaska, Kent, Lenawee, Macomb, Manistee, Ma- 
son, Marquette, Midland, Montcalm, Muskegon, Newaygo, Oceana, Osce- 
ola, Ottawa, Sanilac, Schoolcraft, Shiawassee, St. Joeeph, Van Buren, 
Washtenaw, Wayne, Wexford. Among the counties most largely repre- 
sented were, Allegan, 55; Berrien, 37; Branch, 37; Calhoun, 35; Hills- 
dale, 38; Kalamazoo, 170; Kent, 98; Ottawa, 39; St. Joseph, 59; Van 
Buren, 99. The wide distribution of the summer school constituency is 
shown by the fact that these students represent 199 different towns and 
cities in Michigan. About one-half of the summer students are prepar- 
ing for service in country schools. As heretofore an encouraging feature 
of the summer term, 1910, was found in the large number of superintend- 
ents and principals who .were in attendance. Thirteen commissioners, 
representing the counties of Allegan, Barry, Berrien, Branch, Calhoun, 
Cass, Eaton, Hillsdale, Kalamazoo, Kent, Ottawa, St. Joseph and Van 
Buren were in attendance during the term and rendered valuable service 
in many ways.

NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL. 

AppropHa- The budget will include an itemized estimate of the needed 
cw^nt'Ez- appropriation for current expenditures for the biennial per- 
penditnres. iod from July 1, 1911 to June 30, 1913. In the biennial re- 
port submitted two years ago I called attention to "the unfortunate 
practice of the legislature during recent session of arbitrarily cut- 
ting the estimates for the normal schools that have been, prepared with 
much care by those who are charged with the duty of planning for these 
institutions." The foregoing language is appropriate at the present 
time. The legislature of 1909 not only eliminated from the appropria- 
tion much needed buildings but again cut the carefully prejxared and 
detailed estimate for current expenses. During the biennial period 
which will close June 30, 1911, the appropriation for current expenses at 
the Western Normal has not been sufficient to fairly meet the pressing 
needs of this rapidly growing school. Instructors have been overworked 
and it has been absolutely necessary to employ inexperienced and rela- 
tively inefficient student help; nor has it been possible to purchase ade- 
quate amounts of general supplies and equipment. The practice of ar- 
bitrarily cutting the estimates of the Normal Schools works injury both 
to the schools and to the people of the commonwealth whom they are 
intended to serve. The first great need of the Western Normal is a 
reasonable appropriation for current expenditures. 

In the biennial report submitted two years ago the follow- 
Bniid^ng. ^^S Statement was made: "A separate building for the sev- 
eral departments in science is imperatively demanded. Our 
special needs in this direction are two-fold. First, we have no adequate 
facilities either for laboratory or lecture work in physical and biological 
science. Two basement rooms now used for the work in physics and 
chemistry are entirely inadequate, and place an undue burden upon the 
instructors in addition to the unsatisfactory facilities offered to students. 
The important department of geography is housed in a single room 
which affords no satisfactory space for laboratory work, and the depart- 
ment of biology is also limited to a small room which is entirely inade 
quate from every point of view. Both of the last mentioned rooms were 
intended for recitation purposes, and have no real fitness for the im- 
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portant work of the departments just mentioned. Second, the Normal 
building is already so crowded as to be uncomfortable. The erection of 
a science building would relieve the situation by releasing nlass rooms 
and at the same time provide adequate facilities for the work In science. 
The need of a science bui}ding is imperative. During the biennial peri«ul 
which closed June 30, 1910 the total attendance of the Western Normal 
increased 48.3% over that of the preceding biennial period. The facil- 
ities for science work at the Normal are even less than those of many 
of the smaller high schools of the state and are in no respect to be com- 
pared with the* science equipment of the larger high schools. A building 
that will properly meet the needs of the immediate present will cost 
approximately $75,000.

ciently lighted. A building that will be adequate for imme- 
diate future needs in these departments will cost approximately |55,000. 

3. A central heating plant would simplify the problem of 
janitor service and give better results in the heating and ven- pS^tf* 
tilating of all the buildings. It is estimated that |40,000 

will be needed to provide a building and equipment adequate for the 
future. In this connection I will say that a suggestion has been made by a 
leading member of the board of the Michigan Asylum for the Insane 
that it may be possible for this last named institution to supply heat, 
light and power for the Western Normal. If on investigation this plan 
should be found feasible I shall most earnestly urge its adoption. If the 
plan is found practicable it would save the commonwealth the expense 
of an extra building and would also effect economy in the matter of 
janitor service. 

4. Special appropriations for additional equipment in Manual 
the departments of science and manual training are needed. |^*^^^***"* 
The sum of $5,000 for each department is none too large to Equipment, 
meet the actual and immediate needs of the school. In this connection 
it may be stated that a score of high schools in Michigan are now better 
equipped in the department of manual training than is the Western Nor- 
mal which is expected to prepare teachers for many of these same 
schools. 

5. A special appropriation for the library is much needed. 

The library now contains 7,200 volumes and is much too small ^*^'*'^' 
to serve the needs of the school. It is safe to say that there is no normal 
school in the country having anything like the attendance of the West- 
em Normal that has so small a library. The majority of the normal 
schools of Wisconsin, Illinois, and Minnesota with an attendance much 
smaller than that at Kalamazoo possess libraries numbering from 
twelve to twenty thousand volumes. The libraries at the State Normal 
Schools at Marquette and Mt. Pleasant number more than twice as many 
volumes as does the Western Normal library. The sum of $3,000 is 
needed for the immediate purchase of additional works of reference. 

6. The grounds of the Western Normal are imsightly. The ^^ 
work of grading the hills facing Asylum Ave., of making amSStoV" 
lawn on the Davis St. side of the property, of building ad-^'®'*"*** 
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ditional walks and drives, and the purchase of trees and shrubs will co^t 
approximately ^,200. 

Approach to 7. A proper approach on the east side of the grounds from 
tion**"**^'*' Walnut St. to the administration building is needed. At 
Bniidisir. present the wooden sidewalk which was intended as a tempor- 
ary makeshift is rapidly wearing out and detracts very much from the 
appearance of the grounds. A permanent approach that shall be in keep- 
ing with the beauty of the grounds when improved and with the dignity 
of the buildings already erected will cost approximately |3,500. 

S. Since the (N^nization of the school there has been no 
i>e^Mtion. ^^^^ with which to provide for tinting the inside walls and 
buildings. Many unfavorable comments are made on this 
continued neglect to provide satisfactory wall decoration and I recom- 
mend that provision be made for this purpose at once. An appropria- 
tion of f2,000 would meet this need. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

In closing I desire to make use of the substance of a paragraph that 
may be found in the reports for 1906 and 1908. "Six years of careful 
observation make it clear that Kalamazoo possesses all of the essentials 
of a high grade residence city for a state normal school. It is a com- 
munity of homes, of business thrift and growth. The literary, social, 
religious, and general educational advantages so conspicuous here are 
of incalculable value in the training of our young people during the im- 
pressionable years of student life. Furthermore, expenses are reason- 
able, and there are countless opportunities for remunerative employment 
open to all 3'oung men and women whose means are limited. All of these 
factors, together with the splendid transportation faciliti^ to and from 
the city, and the populous character of the region naturally tributary 
to the Normal have worked for the rapid upbuilding of the institution. 

"The outlook is propitious. Students are coming in constantly in- 
creasing numbers; superintendents, principals, commissioners, and 
teachers are hearty in their support of the Western Normal. The area 
of its influence is being rapidly widened; the citizens of Kalamazoo are 
cordial and friendly ; the best of feeling exists between the Normal and 
the various other educational institutions of the city. Our relations to 
the other educational institutions of the 'State are all that could be 
desired. Graduates of the school are greatly in demand. The instructors 
are doing strong, eflScient work, and our students are earnest and en- 
thusiastic. A fine spirit prevails throughout the school. 

The personal interest manifested by tiie members of the State Board 
of Education in the efforts that have been made by the instructors of the 
Western Normal to bring the school as rapidly as possible to a command- 
ing position of service has been of real help, and again I desire to express 
my personal appreciation of the effective support so generously given.
